JERSEY CITY—Officers and members of the New 
Jersey State Conference of Branches of the NAACP this 
week. cheered reports that—the—national~office— of thé 
Association is giving full cooperation to Ohio NAACP 
efforts to abolish Jim Crow in schools af the Buckeye State, 
and asked bitterly why the national office has today refused 
to aid the fight on Jim Crow education in south Jersey 
after being repeatedly requested to do so. 


For - several years now, it is 
said, the NAACP national ‘office 


refused to aid the anti-Jim Crow 
fight in this state, on the grounds 
that the State Conference’ had not 
requested its aid. It was pointed 
out, at the: time, that, the national 
office did not alw rays vait tö- bë 
asked to enter local fights when 
principles were being violated to 


which the Association was come 


mitted. 
Nevertheless, two years ago, the 


State Conference of Branches of 
New Jerseyy;meeting at Trenton, 
did formally vote to ask the aid 
ofthe national office in the: effort 
to wipe out Jim Crow in south 
Jersey school systems.

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East Orange Housing 
Plan-Still Under Fire 


EAST ORANGE—Colored citi- 
zens -of this community are -still 
apathetic over the face lifting 
plan of the Planning Board pre- 
pared by the Harland Bartholo- 
mew & Associates of St. Louis, and 
designed to show how the city can 
improve- itself as a residential 
suburban community. 

It was the advance notice -of 
this plan that brought criticism 
from the NAACP and other groups 
who maintained that the demoli- 
tion program was “discriminatory 
against the Negro ‘and other low- 


income groups.” 
In a report submitted by the 
Planning Board to the City Coun- 


cil last. week, it. was pointed out 
that there are “indications that the 
Negro is being exploited in the 
value he is receiving for his rental 
dollar.” It cites the fact that while 
most Negro-occupied units are in 
the $30 to $40 rental group, as- 
sessments per unit are little more 
than half their value elsewhere. 
The plan calls for removal and 
adequate replacement over a 20 
to 30 year period of 2,500 housing 
units, one-third of which are oc- 
cupied by Negro familes. The 
erection. of .‘one-or-two” federally 
subsidized housing projects, fos- 
tered by a loca] housing authority 
to accommodate persons displaced 


by the housing program is also 
proposed. 

The Halstead - Amherst area, 
where the majority of Negroes 
live, would be retained «as now 
constituted for many years “if ‘a 
stron _ -neighborhood organization 
will cooperate in enforcement of 
health, sanitary and building 
codes.” Otherwise, garden apar 
ments are advocated under af 
plan.

This law would authorize the 
commissioner of labor to appoint 
wage boards who shall be author- 
ized to conduct hearings and fix 
minimum wages. on.an industry 
basis, Their, recommendations are 
then to be submitted to»thecom- 
missioner of labor, who upon their 
report, will be authorizedst@issue 
a minimum wage ‘law’ for a de- 


--fined industry. 


Generally the .act provides efor 
an establishment of a 65-cent-an- 
hour minimum wage and a 40- 
hour week, time and one half to 
be paid for work performed be- 
yond 40 hours in any one week. 
Violations of the act would be 
punishable by a fine of not less 
than $25 nor’ more than $500 for 
each violation, and- imprisonment 
for not more than 90 days, 

The bill also provides for civil 
suits by aggrieved employes for 
the amount of wages underpaid 
plus an equal penalty and attor- 
ney fees,

Commission Sought 

The act provides for the estab- 
lishment of a New, Jersey Labor 
Relations Commission composed 
of three members to be appointed 
by the governor, one member to 
be a representative of industry. 
another of labor and -one public 
member, The term is three years 
and the salary $5,000 per year. 
The commission would have the 
right to conduct investigations: for 
the purpose of selection by em- 
ployes of a bargaining agent, and 
the board would have a right to 
deal with unfair labor practices 
on the part of employers and-to 
reinstate employes who were dis- 
charged because of unfair labor 
practices, 

The bill also establishes 1 a court, 
with a judge to be appointed by 
the governor at a salary of $7,500 
per year. The court would have 
jurisdiction of enforcing the or- 
ders of the labor commission. by 
cease and desist orders, full sub- 
poena powers which authorize the 
compulsory, attendance of wit-/t! 
nesses as provided in the act. The 
appeal from the labor relations 
court may be taken to the Su- 
preme Court or the Court..of

Once every year comes the 


shocking welization that Abraham 
Lincoln’s birthday is not a national 
holiday.. Most northern and west. 
ern states declare February 12 a 
day of remembrance, but in the 
south celebration is limited to Ne-| 
gro communities. 

It seems strange that foreign 
nations and-~espetlatty~ Britain 
should take greater notice of the 
anniversary of the birth of a man 
who is universally. appraised as 
a -great humanitarian and- a 
mawtyred social saint, 

But perhaps it is not so incon- 

sistent, that Mr. Lincoln should 
not be properly honored by his na- 
tive land, for he truly belonged 
to the ages — the countless ages of 
the common man, and geograph- 
ical bounds could not limit his 
spirit .o rhis. influence, 
It is also remarkable that Abra- 
ham Lincoln should be associated 
in his greatness almost exclusively 
with the achievement of the eman- 
cipation of American Negroes, This 
scrap of paper which means so 
much to America today, and which 
has served as timber for every 
major social conflagration of the 
past century, meant a, great deal 
to the gaunt man who.lead the 
nation in the Civil War crises be- 
cause it was a strategic war 
weapon as potent in that great 
conflict as the atom bomb is to- 
day. However, he did not regard 
its effect as the crowning achieve. 
ment of his life, and he actually 
hesitated to complete so far reach- 
ing an act because he truly. fore- 
saw that it might aggravate the 
basic problem of -transforming 
chatteils into men without se- 
tiously disjoining themselves and 
their owners, 

Marse Abe knew human ‘nature 
far too well to assume that he
